So come on you 
dog awners, have a thought for the children in our village and for their 
mothers who have to clean their clothes and shoes, and do your duty by 
cleaning up after your pets. 


irom Mrs Diana Hailey, Hudson Street, Deddington, to the Editors 18.3,88 


I read the letter by Mr ilicholas McGeachin in your March issue about the 
proposed yellow lines in Hudson Street, and wholeheartedly agreed with its 
author on every point he made, especially the re-routing of buses. 


I live in Hudson Street and have seen the traffic problems of this narrow road 
at first hand over a number of years. It is not uncommon for large vehicles, 
not only buses, to have to mount the pavement on the South side in order to 
clear a badly parked car or another large vehicle on the opposite side of the 
road. I may add that this manoeuvre is not always performed at a sensibly 
cautious speed. Hudson Street is so narrow (barely two cars width) that 
surely it would meke sense to stop all large vehicles using it. 


As to the parking, which is another chronic problem, I wrote to the Highways 
Department of OCC some time ago about the yellow line proposal, of which I am 
wary , (once yellow lines are down are they ever removed ?) and suggested a 
Residents! Parking Permit Zone which would surely reduce the problem, but 
received no satisfactory answer as to why yellow lines were considered more 
effective. (It was a question of policing them, I was told. How is that 
any different from policing yellow lines?) It really is impossible to park 
outside one's house on frequent days, which is a nuisance if one has heavy 
goods to unload. ° 


I am not optimistic that commonsense has much to do with official decision ~ 
meking (as is evident from the “road-markings" controversy on the main road 
either side of the village) and I expect that the insidious creeping of yellow 
lines along Hudson Street is inevitable.

On 27 February 1935 the Clerk. stated ia petitions, each 
of 30 names, had pean received asking for bus concessions and that this would 
be considered in next year's finances, No further mention of bus tokens is 
made until August 1985 when FC agreed Mrs Robinson would attend e meeting at 
Kidlington, as an observer, but there was little support for the scheme 
locally. (This despite admitting that 60 names had been received.) At the 
25 September meeting it was recorded 'no change in policy’, 


No mention of bus tokens eat any PC meeting until 13 January 1968 when the. PC.

According to the Parish rates reeds 
in Banbury Guardian on 3 March last, Deddington pay hizher than any of these 
villages, so what do Deddington get for the extra money ? Only Nidlington, 
Bicester, Kirtlington and Steeple Aston have a higher rate than Deddington, 
out of 78 villages mentioned.

VORKING A WATER DRIVSN MILL - - CLISTON MILL by Bernard Bowerman 


The first thing was to oil the bearings. The large bearings on the water wheel 
had to be greased. ‘There were two wheels, one for normel water levels which 
had about one foot of clearance at the bottom: the flood one had three feet. 
The next thing was to make sure the top millstone was lifted, which was done 
by a screw. The mill was started by winding up a sluice board, adjusted 
according to the depth of the water in the river, After starting the mill, 

the top grinding stone was lowered according to how fine a meal was required. 
The corn to grind was talento the top of the mill, reached by two flights of 
stairs. ‘the sack of com was pulled up by a chain, making a noose of the chain 
and slipping it over the top of the sack. It was then tipped into a chute down 
to the grinder. The millstones had a hole in the middle. The corn was 
regulated to a trickle into the middle of the stone, working its way to the 
outside of the stone and so into a bin. The stones had channels in them, cut 
to a special pattern. This was done by Mr Walt Course of Deddington, with 
special chisel~tyne bills, It was a very skilled job. 


It was said an honest miller had three hairs growing in the palm of his hand. 
I didn't have any. (AN OLD JOKE HAS IT THAT ONLY ANOTHER HONSST Mal’ COULD S'E 
THS THREE HAIRS! ~ Hds.) 


Where windmills were used to grind corn we are told that two were built in one 
field at Napton near Southam, but they had to take one down as there was not 
enough wind to drive both of them. (TRICKY THINGS, TH'%S WINDMILLS: ~ Was.) 
There was a tollgate at the mill. Up to the end of the last century the toll 
(in old money) was td a person, ld a person on horseback, 2d a waggon or 
carriage and horses. This I learned from a long-time resident, Mr George 
Drinkwater. He elso told me that the house I live in is where there used to 
be a stone thatched cottage and Ir Nat Gregory lived there. He drove a steam 
engine, He blecked his fece before he came out to work. One morning he hed 
a bad foot. When askec how it hapvened, he said a stack of toast fell on it. 
So he had had a good breakfast. And that's how it used to be ..oce

Mr Bernard Bowerman is to me a father figure. He and his late wife Hilda 

were my country parents, who will remain in my memory forever. I was an 
evacuse from London and they geve me a home and such love as I had never known.

My parents, who are now dead, were so grateful to Mr and Mrs Bowerman for 
looking after me during those awful years of the war.

My elder brother Arthur was billetted with Miss Deely, the sister I believe 

of another of your writers, Fred Deely. He drove a coal lorry m those days 
and was instrumentsl in my seeing my brother more frequently. 


The school at Clifton was open when I first came but later on we all had to 
walk to Deddington school, not such e joy in rain or snow. I know I was a 
terror and must have given Hilda and Bernard many 2a headache and worry. | 

Mr Welford once benned me from his fields after I shut Bruce our Plack 
Labrador in a hen house Tuckily the dog was good natured but I expect I put 


the hens off laying for a while. 
I sang in the choir at Clifton Church and we once went on strike for an increase 
in pay. The village bellringer was ill at one time ond we tried our hand at 
bellringing. It was so bad the poor man got out of his sick bed to come and 
stop us. :

Firstly I mast 2 apologise for missing last month's issue, but owing to personal 

problems I didn't have time to put pen to paper. 

Fire calls Since my last report we have received 32 calls which were -
